Democrats are really in 
doubt as to whether his accession to 
the ranks will be an unmixed blessing. 

Foss An “Alienated Republican.” 

“Foss i# no democrat,’ according to 
ere democratio ‘house leader. “He is 
an allenated republican. His antece- 
dents and principles are republican. 
He was simply elected as a protest 
against the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. 
Mr. Foss has ideas on the tariff which 
I] will never stand for in the world. He 
represents New England and its manu- 
fectusingipdustries and his demand 
for free raw materials, while it will 
appeal to New Fingland, will be abso- 
lutely opposed by the producing sec- 
tions of the country.” 

It requires no stretch of the imag!i- 
nation to foresee that in any consider- 
ation of tariff amendments, Foss and 
(champ Clark, or Foss and Bailey, 
would be as far apart on the question 
as Dolliver and Aldrich, or ta Fol- 
lette and Lodge. Yet if the demoorats 
eontrol the next house, they will be 
in duty bound to enact amendments to 
the Payne law dnd send them on to 
the senate. In both houses there would 
be as violent dissensions as charac- 
terized the debate over the bill last 
year.

HERE 18 THE ARGUMENT 
OF THE OPERA “LOHENGRIN” 

The argument of “Lohengrin” is as 
follows: 

Henry I, King of Germany, surnamed 
the “Fowler,” has arrived at Antwerp, 
with the intention of levying a force 
to assist in repelling the Hungarians; 
who have threatened his dominions 
with invasion. He finds Brabant in a 
State of anarchy. Godfrey, the young 
son of the late duke, has disappeared, 
and his sister Elsa is accused of mur- 
dering Ortrud, daughter of Radbod, 
Prince of Friesland, and in right of 


jhis wife claims to be the ruler of the 


Duchy. Elsa, appearing before the 
king, asserts her innocence, and it is 
agreed that the cause should be de- 
cided by a judicial combat between 
Frederick and any champion who may 
appear on behalf of the accused. When 
her condition seems most hopeless, a 
knight @ppears ascending -the River 
Scheldt, in a boat drawn by a single 
swan, which on landing he dismisses 
and undertakes her defense, Elsa 
promising that if he its victorious she 
will bestow upon him her hand, and 
never question him as to his name or 
origin. In the combet that ensues 
Frederick is stricken to the ground by 
his unknown antagonist, and deprived 
of his title and estate. 

Preparations are made for the im- 
mediate marriage of the stranger with 
Elsa; but while all are reveling in the 
Pellas, or abode of the knights, Fred- 
erick and Ortrud are without, plotting 
how they may be avenged and “re- 
cover their lost honors. Presenting 
herself atthe Kenenate, or abode of 
the ladies, Ortrud moves the compas- 
sion of Elsa, who not only gains her 
admission, but promises to obtain the 
pardon of Frederick, and listens to 
the suggestion that she ought to in- 
quire into the name and origin of her 
future husband, who, without the 
ducal title, has been appointed by the 
king protector of Brabant and leader 
of the Brabant contingent of the Ger- 
man army. As the nuptial procession 
approaches the cathedral, the conspir- 
ators reveal themselves in their true 
character, Ortrud opposing Elsa at the 
door, and Frederick declaring that the 
unknown knight is a sorcerer, who has 
gained his victory by unfair means. 
The intruders are expelled by the 
king and people, and the marriage 
takes place: but, when the bride and 
bridegroom are left in the nuptial 
‘chamber, Elsa, roused by the evil 
suggestions of Ortrud, begins, in spite 
of her promise, to question the knight, 
who, in vain, endeavers to allay her 
suspicions. Frederick, who enters the 
room with the Mtention of assailing 
his former antagonist, is slain by him 
at once, and, on the following morn- 
ing, the explanation unwisely solicited 
by Elsa .is given by the stranger in 
the presence of the kine.

Washington, May 1.—Democratic 
members of the house are now claim- 
ing that the administration railroad 
bill wijl be so thoroughly “perfected” 
by the time the democrats and in- 
Surgents get through with it, that the 
administration will have wo more use 
for the measure. 

The minority has. amended the bill 
almost at will during the past week.

Putting On several other amendments 
had demecrats rémained in the cham- 
ter. Despite the.¢€fforts of Represen- 
tative Adamson, who was in charge of 
the opposition to the bill, and the 
ectivity of Representative Tom Bell, 
the democratic whip, it was impossible 
to get the democratic members to re- 
main in their seats. 

The debate was long and tedious, the 
Washington ball team was-in town. 
and it happened time after time that 
an amendment failed for want of five 
Or six votes: This was true of the yote 
on the amendment to strike out of the 
bill the provision for the commerce 
court. The democrats present opposed 
establishing the court, and voted for 
the amendment, but it lost by six 
votes. Another important amendment 
Was lost by a tie vote. 

Adamson’s Work. 

While the press dispatches have been 
full of the debates in the senate, the 
effective work of Representative 
Adamson in the house has been largely 
cverlooked and ignored. The senate 
debate was in the nature of sparring 
for wind, but the house opposition has 
drawn blood. 

Representative Adamson is the rank. 
ing democratic member of the house 
ccnrmitiee on _ interstate commerce, 
Wh §. considered the administration 
rallivad bill. The minority members 
considerably amended the bill in com- 
mittee, but when it was reported to 
the hotise the charge was made that 
regardless of what the house did, the 
bill would be finally shaped up in con- 
ference. between the two houses. 

With vigor and skill Representatives 
Adamson and Bartlett, both members 
of the committee, have fought the bill 
in the house. 
telegraph and telephone lines under 
the control of the interstate commerce 
commission was offered by Represen- 
tative Bartlett ang adopted. 

So many effective amendments were 
offered by Representative Adamson 
that the bill will hardly be 
recognized by its authors as the same 
measure. The majority insist that the 
bill will weaken, or possibly destroy 
the beneficial railroad rate bill. They 
say sections seven and twelve of the 
bill are framed to destroy the anti- 
trust laws, permit railroad combina- 
tions and destroy competition. 

The Commerce Court. 

In discussing this feature, 
Adamson said: 

“The commerce court itself, though 
unusual, anomalous, costly and entire- 
ly out of harmony with the American 
idea of law, would not be as vicious 
in itself, but it would permit obnoxious 
things to be done. 

It is provided that the court may 
admit all sorts of evidence in the trial 
of cases; may sanction the absorption 
of one rival road by another, regard- 
less of the destruction of competition, 
and the absolute contro] of all litiga- 
tion In the court is to be placed in the 
hands of the attorney general. This 
leiter provision would give the car- 
riers a great advantage in all cases in- 
volving rates and practices.” 

By amendments already secured the 
designation of judges for the customs 
court is taken away from the president 
and placed in the hands of all the 
justices of the supreme court. Also 
the attorney general igs deprived of the 
power to control litigation. It is now 
believed that the agreement provision 
as to rates at competitive points, it 
rot stricken out entirely, will be 
amended in accordance with the demo- 
cratic platform, and these “‘agree- 
ments” made subject to approval] by 
the commission. 

The provision for a physical valua- 
tion of railroad properties is probably 
cne of the most decisive and importan' 
victories won by the oppdénents of the 
railroad bill. Representative Adamson 
insists that these various amendments 
have driven so many republican regu- 
lars away from the bil) that they will 
not insist upon its final passage. The 
Georgian has been on the job every 
minute, and has made a magnificent 
and successful fight against the ad- 
ministration measure.

Believed Same Efficiency Cin! 
Be Maintained and Several | 
Million Dollars a Year Saved. 
by the Government. 


Washington, May 1.—The rural deliv- 
ery service and the‘star route service 
of the postoffice department are to 
be consolidated and the combined ser- 
Vice is to be known as the division of 
rural mails. The order for the change 
was signed late Saturday night by Post- 
master General Hitchcock, and will 
take effect on July 1. 

For some years past the two ser- 
vices have provided practically the 
Same. kind of mail facilities, but the 
management of €ach has been distinct. 
The star route service has been con- 
ducted by the division of contracts un- 
der the second assistant postmaster 
genera] and the rural delivery service 
by a division in the bureau of the 
fourth assistant postmaster general. 
The new division will have immediate 
supervision over annual appropriations 
aggregating close to $50,000,000. It is 
claimed that the consolidation will 
prevent conflicting management, avoid 
duplication of postal facilities and re- 
sult in material economies. 

The change is the result of a récent 
investigation which showed that the 
rural delivery system was costing 
about $28,000,000 more than the rev- 
enues derived from it. Plans were set 
on foot immediately to reorganize this 
service and place it on a more busi- 
nesslike basis. It is believed that the 
change will have the effect of cutting 
down the expenses of operations by 
several millions of dollars without any 
loss of efficiency.

Brussels, May 1—The customary 
May day parades in the various cities 
of Belgium passed off quietly. There 
was added significance to these be- 
cause of the approach of the general 
elections at which the socialists claim 
they have exceptional prospects of suc- 
cess. 

Rain Sattered Crowds. 

Rome, May 1.—May day disorders 
were feared here, where 60,000 Masons 
are on strike, also at Milan, where 
the strikers number 35,000, and at Bo- 
logne, where 10,000 men are on 
strike. While the meetings were be- 
ing held, at some of which fiery 
speeches were made, torrential rains 
came down, dispersing the crowdsand 
driving them to shelter. The govern- 
ment has taken extraordinary meas- 
ures to maintain orer. All traffic was 
stopped and the streets were strongly 


patrolled. 
No Disorder in Portugal. 
Lisbon, May 1.—In commemoration 
of May day, the workmen made a pi'l- 
grimage to the graves of old leaders 
in the labor movement. There were 
1o disturbances. Processions were held 
at Oporto, but these were also orderly. 
Some Disorder at Geneva. 
Berne, Switzerland, May 1.—Proces- 
sions were held in many places in 
Switzerland today, but without disor- 
der, except at Geneva, where a group 
of anarchists came into collision with 
the police. Several were injured on 
both sides, and three anarchists were 


arrested. 
Big Parade at Madrid. 

Madrid, May 1.—The  laborists 
view of the pending general elections, 
made a feature of the May day demon- 
strations, which, however, were order- 
ly. In addition to a big parade, set- 
ting off many of the phases of political 
conditions, placards were posted about 
the city, enunciating somo of the de- 
mands of the party.

Physical Valuation of Roads, 

The house hes adopted an amend- 
ment making provision for the ascer- 
tainment of the physical valuation of 
railroads, and this is sure to meet 
with determined opposition in the sen- 
ate. It is said also that on the final 
vote the house is likely to strike out 
the provision for the creation of a 
commerce court, which feature is cer- 
tain to be retained by the senate.

flicting views of the two branches. 

By the time the bill reaches con- 
ference, President Taft will have re- 
turned to Washington and it is hoped 
he may bring the conferees together 
by commanding each side to grant 
concessions. 

Nothing but the most determined 
pressure from the white house, it is 
admitted, could accomplish such a re- 
sult. 

Chairman Mann, of the house com- 
mittee, and Chairman Elkins, of the 
senate committee, both hope to bring 
the bills to their final votes this 
week. There is little doubt that Mr. 
Mann will succeed, but in the senate, 
there is no way in which debate can 
be shut off, and it would not be sur- 
prising if the bill took ten days or 
more in this body. 

Will Pat Bill Through. 

‘That the administration senators will 
put the bill through in about the form 
in which it now appears on the calen- 
dar is indicated by the vote last week 
on the Cummins amendment relating 
to traffic agreements. This provision, 
which was given: the support of all 
the democrats and insurgent republic- 
ans, was defeated by six votes and 
this lead is claimed by Mr. Elkins for 
all of the amendments supported by 
the majority of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Supporters of the lond and 
haul amendment, which was _§intro- 
duced by Senator Dixon, claim they 
have votes enough to incorporate it 
in the bill.

ROOSEVELT GOES

spects Dutch Paintings. 


Groups of Girls Pelt the Roose- 
velt 
Roosevelt and His Family 
Leave Amsterdam for Copen- 


hagen. 


Amsterdam, May 1.—Mr. Roosevelt 
gave his day over to an inspection of 
the magnificent display of tulips, which 
are now almost at perfection, and of 
Dutch painting. With the members gt 
his family, the American minister, and 
Mrs. Beaupre, Paxton Hibbon, secre- 
tary of the legation, and Foreign Min- 
ister Von Swinderen, he motored from 
The Hagueto Haarlem. On either side 
of the road were thousands of acres of 
blooming tulips, great masses of color, 
and the air was heavy with perfume. 

The national tulip show is now in 
progress at Haarlem, and President 
Krelage, and the directors received the 
party at the entrance. 

Roosevelt on Holland. 

In a brief address, M. Krelage de- 
scribed the exhibition and the tulip in- 
dustry, pointing out that Holland 
shipped to America 8,200,000 pounds of 
bulbs yearly. In replying, Colonel 
Roosevelt said: 

“Americans always are especially 
struck in Holland by the way in which 
you, one of the hardest working peo- 
ple of all people, contrive to add beauty 
and enjoyment to your lives. 

‘Wein America have in the past had 
to work so hard that we have not al- 
ways been able to pay as much at- 
tention as you to the things that tend 
for enjoyment, and if one or the other 
must ‘be sacrified, we think that en- 
joyment should be sacrified to work, 
but more and more we are growing to 
realize that beauty and enjoyment can 
be combined with work. Americans 
come to see how you are able to com- 
bine them.”

Time Limit of Pastorates May 


Party With Flowers.: Be Abolished --- Presiding El- 


ders May Be Elected--Owner- 
ship and Control of Vander- 
bilt University to Be Decided. 


Asheville, N. C., May 2.—Interest in 
Methodist church circles now centers 
in the rixteenth general conference 
cf the Methodist Episcopal church, 
which convenes in this city next Wed- 
nesday, the first Wednesdav in May, 
as by law provided. This will be the 
largest denominational gathering to be 
held in the south this year. The con- 
ference will continue in session for at 
least three weeks. 

The fact that the general conference 
smneets ~nly quadrennially increases the 
interest attached to its sessions, and 
owing to the many questions of vital 
importance to the future of the church 
to come before the meeting for discus- 
sion, it will be more largely attended 
by non-delegates than any of its pre- 
decessors. 

The membership of the general con- 
ference wlll number a little more than 
300, the delegates being composed of 
an equal number of ministers and lay- 
men. Wach annval conference in the 
church is entitled to one clerical and 
cne lay delegate for every 48 min- 
isters who comspose the body. 

Among the questions that are being 
discussel most in the conference 
organs and in the general organ of 
the church in anticipation of the gen- 
eral conference are the episcopacy, 
the time limit of pastorates, lay rep- 
resentation of the women of the 
church, a change in the manner of ap- 
pointing presiding elders and the order 
cf worship. 

Sweeping Changes Advocated. 

The bishops in the M. E. church are 
elected for life, this having been the 
custom gsince the first bishops were 
elected in the early days of the church. 
The opinion now exists in the minds 
of. some of the ministers and laymen of 
the church that from this time on the 
bishops should be elected for only a 
certain number of years, while others 
favor the abolition of the episcopacy 


jin its present form. 


There is also a strong sentiment of 


conferente by which the presiding 
elders of.the future shall be elected by 
the annual conferences, instead of 
being appointed by the bishop, as is 
now the case. It is not unlikely that 


wbolished at this meeting. Should this

Famous Artist Passes 1n 
New York—He Was 
80 Years Old. 


New York, May 1.—John Quincy 
Adams Ward, one of America’s great- 
est sculptors, died today at his home 
here in his eightieth year. He had 
been ill for three months. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was at the bedside, and by a brother, 
Edgar Melville Ward, a painter, who 
Was in Chicago at the time of the 
sculptor’s death. Funeral services 
will be held Tuesday, and the body will 
be sent to Urbana, Ohio, where he was 
born, for interment. 

Mr. Ward spent practically his en- 
tire life in New York city, having come 
here from Ohio in his youth.

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SENATE WILL PASS 
PUBLICITY BILL 


To Be Reported in a 
Day or Iwo.

Washington, May 1.—(Special.)—The 
bill requiring publicity of campaign 
contributions will be reported out 
within a day or two from the senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
If it can be brought to a vote in the 
senate it will pass. A poll has shown 
a majority of the senators in favor of 
the measure. 

The McCall publicity bill reposed 

somnolently in the house committee on 
the election of president and vice 
president for several months. A hear- 
ing was had on January 26, and then 
the bill went to sleep again. Fi- 
nally by a ruse, a vote was secured in 
the committee and Chairman Gaines, 
of West Virginia, after another tedi- 
ous delay, carried out the expressed 
wish of the committee and reported 
the bill. It was then passed by the 
house. 
' Perry Belmont, of New York, has 
striven earnestly to secure the eén- 
actment of this legislation. He has 
been in Washington all this session 
of congress, and spends one or two 
days a week at the national capitol. 
As a former member he is entitled to 
the privileges of the floor, and took 
advantage of this opportunity to per- 
Fonally work among members for the 
passage of the publicity bill. 

President Taft in a message to con- 
gress urged the measure. 

Provisions of McCall Bill. 

The principal provisions of the Mc- 
Call bill are: 

(1) The term. political committee 
shall include national committees and 
the national congressional committees 
of all politica] parties and all com- 
mittees, associations or organizations 
which shall in two or more States at- 
tempt to influence the result of an 
election at which representatives in 
congress are to be elected. 

(2) The treasurer of the committee 
shal] keep an accurate account of all 
funds received, with the names of the 
persons or organizations from which 
they are received, and. an account of 
all disbursements, with the names of 
the persons to whom they are distribu- 
ted. 

(3) Every disbursement for more 
than $10 shall be evidenced by an 
itemized voucher preserved for fifteen 
months after the election. 

(4) Any agent of such committee 
who shall receive a contribution shall, 
within five days, render an account of 
the same to the treasurer, by whom 
it shall be entered on a ledger. 

(5) The treasurer shall file an item- 
ized and sworn statement of all con- 
tributions and disbursements with the 
clerk of the house of representatives 
rot less than ten days before an elec- 
tion and again within thirty days aft- 


erward. 

(6) Any person who spends $50 in 
election work. except traveling expen- 
ses, etc., shall make a similar report, 
unlesg the money is contributed to a 
political committee. 

(7) Punishment for violation of the 
provisions is fixed at a fine of not 
more than $1,000, or imprisonment not 
more than a year, or both.

New Orleans, May 1.—That a de-

in New @rleans. Following their un- 
sucessful effort@ to detain the Venus 
at this port by. legal action, it Is re- 
ported here that the insurgents have 
fully armed and equipped three small 
vessels to attack the Venus, before it 
reaches Greytown.

MAY ON THE FARM. 

It tg quite probable that most farm- 

ers are mainly concerned just now 
repairing damages inflicted on 
the crops by the very outrageous 

weath>r embraced between Apri] 19 
and 28, inclusive. “Did you ever see 
such weather in the last half of April?’ 
‘Was on the lips of many during that 
time. Well, not quite so late as this 
last visitation, but it was far worse 
in intensity and in destructive results 
oply four or five days earlier in the 
same month in the year of our Lord, 
15849. I well remember the time and 
many of the details of conditions and 
effects on the crops, for I was a plow- 
boy of 12, taking first lesons in the 
field on my father’s plantation in Har- 
ris county, Ga. The weather from Jan- 
uary 1 to April was remarkably open 
and in every way favorable for clean- 
ing up, splitting rails, fence work, 
plowing, etc. The trees in orchard and 
forest put on their spring dress early— 
it must have been an early Easter— 
the farmers got ready to plant weeks 
in advance of time. Corn-plianting 
commenced \in February, cotton in 
March. On April 15 corn was Knee 
high or nearly so—in places, and 
some of it had received its second 
plowing. Cotton was practically ali 
planted and “up” and much of it had 
been “barred off’ and chopped out. 
Wheat, oats and rye were in full head 
and. full bloom and everything was 
lovely and ‘promising on the day be- 
fore that fateful morning. On the loth 
was the worst of it. There was a 
heavy sleet in many places, snow in 
others, fruit trees by the hundred on 
every farm’ were broken and mangled 
by the weight of sleet and snow and 
many were killed by the downright 
freezing of:the sap-wood. To make a 
short story’ still shorter, the corn and 
cotton, wheat,- oats and rye, orchard 
fruits, garden vegetables, etc., were 
all killed outright. There was a 
mighty stench in the land from the 
souring and decay of so much green | 
vegetable matter. But the farmers 
whirled in and planted over, both corn 
and cotton and the housewives hunted 
up their reserve stock and remnants 
of garden truck seed, and soon the 
crops of all kinds, excepting small 
grain, were again up and growing fast 
enough to make up for lost time. In 
the fall there were the biggest yields 
of corn and cotton, peas and potatoes, 
gathered that had been made in years 
before. But we chidren had to eat 
corn bread and corn cakes with “bis- 
cuits’ only as a rarity, all that fall 
and following winter and until wheat 
harvest came again. 

So there is to real ground for dis- 
couragement now, when the stands 
of cotton are only more or less in- 
jured. There is plenty of time, and if 
plenty of seed then all may be well 
Bext fall. Where seed for replanting 
cannot be had, “for love or money,” 
every farmer ought to know what will 
be the best course for him to pur- 
sue. It will be an excellent occasian 
with many to repent of their first Af- 
tention, and cut down their area\in 
cotton and increase the areas in food 
crops. It will afford some an oppor- 
tunity to do just the reverse, some 
who had already planted full crops of 
corn, etc., and who may now conclude 
to plant a “little more cotton,” and I 
believe such would be justified in do- 
ing so—provided they can get the 
seed, just as probably some of those 
high in office would. do if similarly sk- 
uated. 

Of course, every farmer knows that 
May is the first month for planting 
cowpeas, sweet potatoes, sorghum, soy 
beans and many other crops. I would 
not have any of these planted before 
May if I could. 

MAY IN THE GARDEN. 

Everything that may be planted in 
this climate at all may be plarited in 
“May, excepting turnips; radishes, cab- 
bage and some other things—unless 
for a special purpose. It is, par excel- 
‘lence, the time for planting and trans- 
planting Lima beans, pole snaps, egg- 
Plants, tomatoes, cucumbers. Too late 
‘for cantaloupes, except for the benefit 
of the pickle worms, unless the young 
fruit be bagged when as large as a 


goose egg. so advises Professor J. 58. 
Newman. I expect to plant only a few 
succession cpops—such as corn, banch 
beans, peppers, etc.—all ground being 
now occupied with growing crops. 
First crop of garden peas’ about 
“gone,” Irish potatoes blooming (had 
a mess of new ones from my gafden 
today, April 28), beans blooming, 
atrawberries in full blast. Continue 
to plant bunch beans, corn, cabbage 
plants and set out sweet potato slips 
and plant table peas. Celery may be 
transplanted for an early fall crop. to- 
ward the last of the month, but it is 
rather early. 

From now on until fall the gardener 
should make it a point to keep every 
-square yard of ground in some kind of 
crop—no resting the ground, but give 
manure and fertilizers in plenty, and 
keep it at work all summer growing 
vegetables and not weeds—the bane 
of the garden. 

May in the Orchard. 

T congratulate the fruit-growers on 
the great crop in sight, at least those 
whose orchards have escaped the 
wintry blasts of the last ten days, and 
1 heartily condole with those who have 
not been so fortunate, hoping that the 
damage is not aHogether so great as 
has been reported. Of course the com- 
mercial fruit grower knows what to 
do in his orchards this month. I think 
one of the most important things is to 
thin out the fruit on the overburdened 
peach trees, even before June. The 
earlier the surplus peaches shall be 
removed the larger will be those left; 


Overbearing is a common fault of many 
varieties and it should not be permit- 
ted if time can be found for thinning 
properly.

PIG AND SLOPS AND MANGE. 

L. M., Forsyth, Ga.—I have a fins 
pig 3 months old. He seems to want 
to eat all the time, but when he is 
given slop he eats only a few mouth- 
fuls and then turns the trough over. 
He also has ithe mange. Please give me 
@ remedy for him through The Tri- 
Weekly Constitution. 

Answer—lIf your pig is in a close pen, 
turn him out at once. A close pen isa 
mighty poor place for a growing pig, 
and “dishwater” and the like—com- 
monly called “slops’—is a mighty 
poor food for the same. Plenty of ex- 
ercise is all-important for pigs. Of 
course the food should be changed at 
ence and the pfg should have sore- 
thing that it es and clean wacer 10 


Wasn the pigs ail 
sokp and water, then 

. In a day or two 
wash it again anf rub on some more 
sulphur. Another, sure remedy is to 
boil for one hour an ounce of staves- 
acre seeds in 3 pints of water and keep 
*t nearly at a boil for an hour longer 
and then add water to make up for 
what has boiled away. Rub it in well 
and repeat in a week if necessary. 
Change the quarters of the pig so that 
he cannot become mangy again from 
rubbing against the same objects. 


SOY BEANS IN CORN. 

J. W. Drew, Rose Hill, N. C.—(1) 
About how long will soybeans stay in 
the pod after maturing {ff left in field? 

(2) When planted between corn, do 
you think they would make more hog 
feed than cowpeas” 

Answer—(1) The soy bean pods com- 

mence to pop open and scatter their 
contents all about in a very few days 
after they become fully ripe, which 
makes it necessary to harvest the 
erop before all of the pods are ripe. 

This feature I found to be the principal 

objection to the crop when I pianted 

the beans forty years ago. ut the 
shelled beans will lie on the ground 
“without rotting a considerable time— 


man 
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much longer than would cowpeas of 
the common varieties—depending on 
weather. 

(2) I do not think soybeans will 
make more hog feed when pianted be- 
tween the corn than will cowpeas. I 
prefer the latter for so planting. 


CUTTING DOWN PEACH TREES. 

B. H. EB., Summerville, Ga.—I have a 
peach orchard that { want to aban- 
don or cut down. Will it injure the 
land to cut the trees now, or will it 
be better to wait until. next winter, 
when there is no sap in the trees? If 
I cut it now and you think it would 
produce anything this year I will plant 
it in corn. 

Answer—Where did you get the 
suggestion that it would injure the 
land if the peach trees be cut down 
now? There is no sensible foundation 
for such a belief. Of course, land would 
produce more or less corn if the peach 
trees be cut down and the corn planted 
now, according to its productive ca- 
pacity, without any regard to the 
peach trees, provided you will get 
them out of the way. If the land is 
very poor why not plant in cowpeas 
or in soy beans and fertilize with 200 
pounds of acid phosphate and 25 
pounds of muriate of potash per acre? 
Poor land is a mighty poor place on 
which to plant corn. It is by no means 
too late to plant it in corn, if that is 
what you are doubtful about, 


“9.9.97 VY. “g.—1.65—2.” 

J. F. H., Pavo, Ga.—I bought guano 
this year. The agent’s price list 
showed the analysis tg}be 8—2—2, but 
when the guano camd it wac 8—1.65— 
2, instead of 8—2—%. Please advise 
me in the matter and oblige an old 
subscriber to The Constitution. 

Answer—Formerly the Georgia law 
permitted the nitrogen percentage of 
a guano to be stated in terms of am- 
monia and “8——2—2” meant 8 of phos- 
phoric acid, 2 of ammonia and 2 of pot- 
ash. It was a standard, low grade 
cotton fertilizer. But several years 
ago the law was changed and manu- 
fadturers are now required to state 
the percentage of nitrogen, instead of 
ammonia, and 1.65 of nitrogen is equiv- 
alent to 2.00 of ammonia. That’s all. 


CONSTIPATION OF PIGS. 

S. R. Dyar, Seneca, 8S. C.—I have two 
pigs, about 6 months old, that are in 
a bad condition. I feed on shorts, corn 
and corn dough, but they won't eat 
enough to do any good. They seem to 
be constipated. TI have been feeding 
Capital stock feed, but it doesn’t do 
any good, 

Answer—You do not say whether 
your pigs are in confined quarters, but 
I suspect that they. The high feed- 
ing alone, but especially when the 
pigs can get no exercise, is sufficient 
to account for the constipation. Give 
each pig 1% to 2 ounces of castor oil, 
change the feed to something more 
bulky (some green food, if possible), 
and if confined in pen, or small in- 
closure, turn them out at once. If 
bowels refuse to act from the oil, re- 
peat the dose, adding 2 to 3 drops of 
croton oil. For a week afterward give 
5 to 10 grains of copperas and 1% to’2 
grains of powdered nux-vomica to each 
pig 3 times a day in its food. Read 
reply in this week’s issue to “L. M.,” 
under head of “Pigs and Slops and 
Mange.”’ 


(1) NITRATE OF SODA; (2) CATTLE 
TICKS. 
J.T. G., Baker Hill, Ala.—1. I want to 


apply nitrate of soda to corn, and I} 


want to know when and how much. 

2. Which is better, to bar with a turn 
plow or plow with a small shovel? 

3. What will prevent ticks getting 
on cows, and if cows have what is 
known as Texas cattle fever, and a 
remedy for same? 

Thanking you in advance, please 
answer through Tri-Weekly. I am an 
old subscriber to The Constitution, and 
it is the best paper I ever read. 

Answer—l.,.It has often heen advised 
by me to apply 25 to 30 pounds of 
nitrate of soda when planting the corn, 
dropping it within 4 or 5 inches of the 
seed. You may apply an increased 
amount at first or second plowing, and 
still another dose at the next following 
plowing, but none;slater than bunching 
for tassel: The total quantity should 
be controlled by the amount and com- 
position of the fertilizer that may have 
been applied before planting the corn 
(or cotton). I would certainly not 
“bar’ corn with a turning shovel. 
Strew the nitrate along by the side of 
the row of corn and cover it in with a 
sweep or cultivator. 

«. Send to Director M. V. Calvin, Ex- 
periment, Ga., for a free copy of Bulle- 
tin No. 64, on “Cattle Ticks and Texas 
Fever.” Also get in communication 
with Dr. C. A. Cary, V. S., of your state 
experiment station, Auburn, Ala., and 
ask him for bulletins on the subject. 
You will learn from such sources how 
to get rid of ticks, but you will not 
probably be able to cure a cow of tick 
fever. They generally die. 
FERTILIZER FOR CORN ON SANDY 

LOAM. 

L. . Lipscomb, New Albany, Miss.: 
I wisl/Yto know what is the best ferti- 
lizer for corn on sandy loam land, the 
land not very rich and still rich enough 
to make 20 to 25 bushels per acre. I 
had thought of phosphate and cotton 
seed meal. Is there anything hetter? 
This, with any other information you 
will give will be greatly appreciated 
indeed. [ have read your advice to 
farmers in The Constitution for years, 
but now I am indirectly deeply inter- 
ested in corn culture. 5 

Answer—For many years TI have 
recommended the following formula for 
corn on old uplands: 


Acid phosphate 14 per cent 
C. S. meal 


This would analyze 7.58—3.76—1.50, 
being rather low grade, because C. S. 
meal is a comparatively low-grade in- 
gredient and is present to the extent of 
more than H&lf of the total. By using 
nitrate of soda, which is considerably 
cheaper than meal as a source of ni- 
trogel at present prices of the two. 
you may secure a higher grade and 
at the same time a less expensive 
mixture, as follows: 

Pounds. 
Acid phosphate 14 per cent 
Nitrate of soda 


«+ -1,506 
In this’ mixture the analysis is rel- 
atively the same (but higher, and the 
total 1,506 pougds contains exactly the 
same amounts,‘ respectively, of phos. 
acid, nitrogen and potash, as does the 
2,250 pounds of the first. The nitrate 
of seda should be used as a top ana 
side dressing at planting and during 
the growth of the crop, as very often 
advised and directed. Apply 300 to 
500 pounds per acre. 


“HAS DECIDED TO FARM.” 

To Mr. J. E’ M., Riverside, Ala.—The 
greater part of your ietter is an ac- 
count in detail of what you have al- 
ready done in the way of preparing the 
land for cotton and for corn, and in 
applying preliminary fertilizers, and, 
of course, thus much is irrevocable. 
Had you “kept read up” in this de- 
partment for the past month or two 
(and I might say during every spring), 
you would have found that I am not 
an advocate of the plan of dividing the 
fertilizers into two or more doses, one 
to be applied before planting and one 
or more during the growing period of 
the crop—excepting that nitrate of 
soda should always be applied at and 
after planting, but not later (last dose) 
than June 20. All of the acid phos- 
phate and potash and cotton mea! 
should be applied at least a week or 
two before planting unless ‘intending 
to apply very large quant’ties (half 


/no swelling or anything to tell where 


ton to one ton and upwards per acre). 

You did not apply any fertilizer be- 
fcre planting your corn, propose 
to apply 300 pounds of @ mixture of 
100 pounds cotton seed meal, 20¢@ 
pounds 16 per cent acid and 60 pounds 
of kainit, which would analyze about 
16—2—-2 (same as the cotton fertil- 
izer). This may do where Mr. 
liamson farms, but I do not believe it 
will prove the best plan for you. A 
10—-2—2 guano, or a home mixture 
avalyzing the same, is not what I 
would recommend for corn, except on 
rich bottom land, or new ground. For 
corn on old, worn land it should have 
at least twice as much nitrogen, in 
my judgment, based on long experi- 
ence. 

Another error you have con mitted 
is in using cotton seed meal at the 
prevailing prices, if you could have got- 
ten nitrate of soda, or dried blood, or 
other less expensive source of nitro- 
gen. The b2st you may do now to 
retrieve what I think were errors, 
would be to go ahead and put in the 
remainder of the fertilizers (except the 
nitrate of soda) as quickly as you cén 
—say not later than second plowing, 
both of cotton and corn, and the 
nitrate not later than June 20. These 
late applications of guano will no 
doubt do good, and may pay very well, 
but I firmly believe thet the results 
would have been better if the feftilizers 
had. been applied as suggested, before 
planting. 

These suggestions and criticisms are 
made in no captious spirit, but are 
based on careful and repeated experi- 
ments made by me at Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, ang they @re submitted 
in response to your own wishes as ¢x- 
pressed in your letter.

RHEUMATISM, PROBABLY, 
: HORSE 


B. F. B., Figure Five, Ark.—I am a 
reader of The Constitution and would 
like to know what is wrong with a 
mare I have. She is about 15 years 
old and is in good condition, so far as 
T can tell. She got lame in her front 
feet some time ago, but it didn’t seem 
to bother her much. About four 
months ago she got lame in her right 
hind foot and is very lame now. Is 
worse when I work her. and seems to 
hurt her worse after resting awhile. 
But after she gets started, seems to 
be all right. I have tried liniments, 
but they don’t seem to do any good. 
There is not a blemish on her leg and

the trouble 1s. She has had good care 
taken of ner and has never raised any 
colts. 

Answer—lI think it not improbable 
that your mare has rheumatism, one 
of the characteristics of which is that 
the lameness has a tendency to shift 
from one leg or one ankle to another 
or from the shoulder to the stifle joint. 
There is usually, but not always, and 
the joints most frequently attacked 
are the fetlock and the _ stifle—the 
hock and hip less often. In the case 
in hand it has become chronic. On a 
more careful examination you may 
find soreness—if not swelling—in one 
of the joints named. If so, rub well 
on the joint a little of a blister oint- 
ment made by mixing two drams of 
cantharides with one ounce of lard. 
Let it remain for twenty-four hours 
(tie up her head) and then wash off 
and-grease with a little clean lard. Re- 
peat the blister in two weeks and in 
the meantime give half-ounce doses of 
Fowler’s solution of arsenic twice 
daily in a bran mash. Also keep the 
kidneys active by giving half-ounce 
doses of saltpeter. I do not advise the 
blistering except when there is swell- 
ing and soreness of some one of the 
joints. 
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PARALYSIS OF DOG. 

Mrs. W. W. C., Marvell, Ark.—Please 
gcive treatment for our dog and tell 
me, if you can, from my description of 
same, the name of disease. She is a 
very valuable Shepherd dog, 8 months 
old; first began to get stiff in sheul- 
ders several days ago. Now she 
seems to have lost all control of mus- 
cles; in fact. acts very much like any- 
One with St. Vitus’ dance. Has eaten 
nothing for several days, except sweet : 
milk and eggs (mostly raw). This 
morning she will eat nothing, and has 
quite a bit of fever. Wants to help 
do everything as usual. We try to 
keep her quiet, however. Does not 
seem to be in any pain. Was kicked 
by a young mule on side of the head 
about two months ago, but had ap- 
parently gotten over that. We have 
another dog that was affected a little 
that way, but has later seemed to have 
& very severe case of distemper. He 
seems to be improving now. Young 
dog was badly constipated, but we 
gave her a dose of oil, which relieved 
her. Bowels seem too loose now. She 
cannot walk straight anywhere, but 
finally gets there by going sideways, 
Staggering around and falling down a 
few times. 

Answer—The symptoms as described 
by you indicate that the younger dog 


has pe@ralysis,. a common ailment of 
dogs. It usually follows an attack of 
Gistemper (which suggests that the 
older dog also had a light attack of 
it); but may also result from a bad 
cold, or from an injury to the spine, 
or from worms. The kick from the 
mule was probably the cause of it, and 
the lesion is in the brain or in .the 
spinal chord near the brain. Clip off 
the hair across the loins and apply, 
with a camel’s hair brush, some of a 
solution of one stick of luna caustic in 
one teaspoonful of water; also give in- ' 
ternally a course of nux vomica as fol- 
lows: 1 dram_of powdered nux vomi- 
ca, 2 drams each of gentian and iodide 
of potash, simple syrup enough to mix 
very thoroughly and make into 30 pills. 
Give % of a pill morning and night 
for three days; then increase to % a 
pill for three days; then % of a pill | 
for three days; then a whole pill for 
three days. If a young or small dog, : 
continue the full pill until definite ac- 
tion of the remedy is reached. If an 
old dog, or a large one, continue to 
increase the dose up to 2 1 and 
keep it at that until the definite action 
is observed, which will be indicated 
by rigidity of the muscles and stiffness 
of the legs; then stop the medicine. 
In giving any dose larger than the 
smallest, be sure not to skip a dose, 
or omit one, lest the next dose might 
kill the dog. 

Give light, nourishing diet, and kee: 
the dog clean and its bowels open with 
oil, 
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IN LAWN. 

Mrs. W. G. D., Decatur, Ga.—I have’ 
read your advice in The Constitution 
tor years with great interest, and with 
so much appreciation I am induced to 
ask a question, for which I wil! feel 
greatly obliged for an answer in next 
Monday’s Constitution. I sowed my 
grove in red clover and orchard grass 
several years ago, and reseedeqd it 
once; but plowing it has killed my

for a few years, and the sedge, or sage, 
grass (whichever is correct) has taken . 
the grove. I have had it mowed down, | 
but it gets worse. Now, please tell 
me if there is anything that I can do. 
to kill it? Any application of any, 
kind, or must I go to plowing it up 
again. I have heard it is caused by 
acid in the soil. Don’t know though. 
If you can give me information I will 
thank you greatly. 

Answer—I know of no way to de- 
stroy broom sedge (sedge is correct) 
except to plow it up and plant and 
cultivate the ground in something else 
for one year. Broem sedge is one of 
the mean pests of a clover, or othe 
pasture, and will always take posses- 
sion if the sedge is permitted to ma- 
ture seed in nearby fields and fence 
corners. Although commonly called 
“broom sedge,” it is not a sedge at all, 
but is a native grass, and would. be 
better called “broom gftass,” because 
used for making brooms. It belongs 
to the genus andropegon, of which 
there are half dozen or more species, 
all of them perennial as well as pro- 
ducing seed abundantly, ang these seed 
are feathery and float long distances 
in the-air.

FLOODING OF COW. 

W. H. K., Weston, Ga.—-I have a fine 
young cow, with a fine calf 3 weeks 
old. The cow has not done Well since 
calving. Her sympoms, as nearly as I 
can give them, are as follows: About 
4 or 6 days after calving I noticed a 
decrease in milk, her breathing hard 
and quick, a lazy, sluggish look and no 
uppetite. for anything except green 
stuff and shucks. Mivery few days 
there is a bloody discharge. I salt 
her regularly, and have given her 
s0da and parched corn four or five 
times. Her tail has been split a week 
ago for hollow tail. She has seemed to 
imgrove some since, but still has that 
bloody discharge, and her calf ig 3 
weeks old. 

Answer—yYour cow has what is called 
“flooding” or bleeding from the womb, 
probably the result of severe strain- 
ing in the act of parturition, together 
with the large size of the calf. The 
blood vessels of the womb have not 
closed up properly, and that organ it- 
self probably not contracted as it 
should, and this may be because of de- 
tached portions of the membranes that 
still remain. The bleeding is probably 
slow, and the ejection probably is the 
clotted blood as it accumulates suff- 
ciently. I advise the injection of cold 
water into the womb (by means of a 
rubber tube and funnel), in which 2 or 
8 ounces of tincture of muriate of 
iron to the pint of water. In default 
of this inject a solution of copperas, 
or of alum, or sugar of lead into the 
womb. You may also give half dram 
dcse, twice a day, of sugar of lead, or 
1 ounce of powdered ergot of rye, in 
gruel.
